‘One Tells of “Abuse Of “Wounded 
Comrade. by Austrian Officer.

-We 
welcome it as an example that other 
nations among whom the special bonds 
which link us to the United States do 
not exist may be persuaded to adopt. 

““We welcome it also as an expression 
of the confidence of the English-speak- 
ing peoples in the efficacy of. treaties.
